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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Applicant's admission of prior art. Figs. 1 and 2, labeled as prior 
art by Applicant, teach a bone plate assembly, comprising: a bone plate having 
elongate plate 48 and blade 50 portions connected to one another at a bend 52 
and disposed at an angle with respect to one another, said plate portion 48 
having a fist hole therein and a second hole therein which is disposed 
intermediate said first hole and said bend; a strut screw 60 disposed through said 
first hole and extending toward said blade portion 50; a top screw 46a disposed 
through said second hole, said top screw 46a extending angularly to one side of 
said strut screw; a third hole disposed intermediate said first and second hole. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 1-7, 41 and 42 are allowed.
